Eastbourne was the property of the 
duke, and, like that in the vicinity of 
Burrow-in-Furnes.s. has increased enor- 
mously in value of Idle yeurs. 


The duke possessed no fewer than 


seven seats, tho cost of keeping up 
which alone must have been consider- 
able. The duke had the patronage of 
over forty church livings, the annual 
total value of which exceeds £10,000 per 
annum. 


The founder of the house was William 


Cavendish, commonly supposed (accord- 
ing to Mr. Evans' "Old Nobility") to be 
identical with that C.ivendish who wrote 
the "Life of Wolsey," aud who has been 
immortalized by Shakespeare. The fifth 
duke was the husband of the duchess 
•whose portrait was painted by Gainsbor- 
ough, and about whom there is a story 
similar to that of one of the duchesses of 
Gordon of hor kissing tradesmen to ob- 
tain votes. 
It was the bixth duke who 


formed the famous gardens at Chats- 
worth. The tamily motto,

ia«nt, to tb* several State* and Ttrritoriis 
in wbtoh those lands are nitualed, and the 
JOUBNIL'* corrsapondent nayi a bill for that 
pnipose will b« introdaoed as soon ai de- 
tail* are arranged.

Senate Proceeding*. 


WASHINGTON, February 
18.—After the 


morning hoar Sonator Palmer addressed 
the Senate upon a proposition to amend 
the Constitution so as to elect Senators by 
a direct vote of the people. 


"If the amendment to th* Constitution 


which I propose, is adopted, tbe mem- 
ders of the Secate of the United States 
will be chosen, 
by a 
direct vote 
of 


the free people of tbe 
several Slates 


and it wonld be what it hag never yet been, 
a popular branch of the Congress of the 
United States." 


These were the words of Senator Pulcutr, 


of Illinois, in his speech in the Senate to- 
day urging the election of United States 
Set ntors by popular vote, and his arraign- 
nur-t of tbe Upper House of Congress as a 
non-popniar body, was his language and 
not often heard by venerable members of 
that dignified assembly. The Senator in- 
sisted that tbe Constitutional electing of 
Senators by tbe LegiMatnres of th* Slates 
is no longer satisfactory to tbe American 
people, 


Senator Mitchell of Ot»gon said similar 


amendments were introduced already. All 
tbete propositions n*re referred to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections ond 
by that committee to a sub-committee com- 
posed of Senators Chandler, Terpie and 
himself, end be was gratified to be able to 
statti tbat a'ter a consultation the mxjoriij 
of tbat sub-committee agreed to report in 
favor of such an amendment t> the Ocn- 
atitution. It was their hope and belief 
luut at a very early day a full Committee 
on Privileges and Elections would be able 
to report favorably an amendment similnr 
to the one introduced by the Senator from 
I 1'Qois. The subject then went over. 


Colph moved to take from the calendar 


and pass tbe bill extending tor ten years 
tho laws preventing the introduction oi 
Ch uese, but Hawley objected. It was, he 
said, a bill of extraordinary severity, and 
he viabed, at least, time to read it.

They made an 
examination and found it to be gold 
bearing quartz. They followed the lead 
and located tlie two claims 


"Well, 1 had boen for some time look- 


ing for that sort of ore, and so on my 
recent trip to Okanogan 1 bonded the 
two claims, and with them included the 
black dog Skookum. 
We are now going 


to take possession and arrange for de- 
velopment."—New York Post.

introduced the new BjbU'in of preparing 
letter post-age, nnd, according to a de- 
cree of Dec. 21, 18oO, issued the first 
stamps which were to be put before the 
pnbhc ou May 0 of the following year. 


A 3'ear later they were introduced in 


the United States and Switzerland, and 
within three years had become common 
in Bavaria, Belgium nnd France. 
One 


of tbe most important and valuable col- 
lections of postage stamps and other pos- 
tal devices in the world is in the German
